After several months, the doctors 
recommended exploratory surgery 
and I had it. When I asked what 
they had found, the surgeon said 
“induration of the pancreas.” I 


didn’t look it up. 


A couple of weeks later, the sur- 
geon’s bill came to the house, and 
I opened it. That was the first I 
knew that I had cancer. It said so, 
plainly, on the bill: Carcinoma. 

Carcinoma! No, not in my family! 
The closest it had ever struck was 


‘my grandmother’s sister. It couldn’t 


be. 

The pancreas is one organ on 
which a biopsy needle is seldom 
used; the diagnosis couldn’t be def- 
inite. So for a year we lived under 
a cloud of cancer that might not 
prove a certainty. 

What a wonderful year it was, 
nevertheless. Maybe because my 
husband and I knew there was a 
chance I wouldn’t be around, life 
became more precious. As I look 
back now, I see that we crowded 
some extras into space and time— 
things that we might otherwise have 


postponed. 


We went on family vacations—a 
week in Minnesota, near Lutsen; 
two glorious weeks of camping, hik- 
ing and fishing in the Grand Tetons. 
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This remarkable story was written 
by the wife of the Dean of Iowa a 
State College a few weeks before she i 
died of cancer. i 


A family dream—having a 
near Ames—came true. And, we 
bought a riding horse, which, or . 
the one we could borrow, meant ia 

we could ride in pairs. 

This was our year of vical 
I’m sure. Even though we didn’ 
talk about the possibility of my ill 
ness recurring, deep down my phil 
osophy was forming.

tics, American missions and service to military personnel 
and hospitalized veterans. 


Its overseas activities, many of which are channeled 
through the Lutheran World Federation, are devoted to 
refugee resettlement, support of foreign missions cut 
off frem parent ‘societies, inter-church aid and materia 
relief, church workers’ exchange projects and theological 
cooperation. 


Also to be considered by the Council are proposals to 
establish a Lutheran House of Graduate Theological 
Studies, a Division of Men’s Activities and a Bureau 
for.

Columbus, O. — Representatives 
of eight Lutheran church bodies, at

official steps toward merging their 
parish education programs. 


They adopted in principle objec- 
tives for a joint board and joint staff 
to progressively take over the func- 
tions of the parish education boards 
of the cooperating Churches. And 
they elected a director of the co- 
operative program and other of- 
ficers. The group also approved a 
budget of $44,900 for 1957 work on 
the program. 


The bodies involved are the 
United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica, Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
American Lutheran Church, Au- 
gustana Lutheran Church, Ameri- 
can Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
Lutheran Free Church, United 
Evangelical Lutheran Church and 
Finnish Evangelical Lutheran 
Church (Suomi Synod). 


All are members of the National 
Lutheran Council. They represent 
nearly 5,000,000 Lutherans in more 
than 11,000 congregations, constitut- 
ing two-thirds of all the Lutherans 
in the U.S. 


The joint project is expected to 
result in new literature for the 
home, Sunday school, vacation 
church school, weekday church 
school and catechetical classes, as 
well as new methods of leadership 
and leadership development. With- 
in ten years it is anticipated that 
church school students in all the 
participating denominations will re- 
ceive their Christian education from 
the same textbooks.

After 
all, it is good to live in a health- 
minded nation. 


LOBBYING IN THE NATION’S 
CAPITAL 


“Lobbying is not necessarily bad,” 
said Dr. Robert Van Deusen, speaking 
for the National Council and address- 
ing a group of our Lutheran young 
people recently in Washington. “It all 
depends on the use to which it is put.” 
Dr. Van Deusen further explained that 
a number of our American church 
groups have their paid representatives 
in this capital city, not so much for 
“button-holing Congressmen” and try- 
ing to influence legislation that way as 
for supplying needed information on 
matters in which both state and church 
are concerned. Lutherans happen to be 
deeply interested in refugee service, 
world relief efforts and foreign mis- 
sions at this time, in the best interests 
of these activities, they, too, must deal 
with Congress and with government 
agencies. This they now do, being care- 
ful to try to avoid any of the ques- 
tionable practices generally associated 
with the term “lobbying.” 

Dr. Van Deusen’s words invite us to 
make a comparison of the activities of 
the church in this field with those of 
other great organizations in our land. 
According to the Congressional Quar- 
terly’s tabulation some 257 lobbies 


were officially registered and recog- 
nized as operating in Washington dur- 
ing this past year. Their operating 
expenses were reported as being $3,- 
200,000. High in the list of organiza- 
tions paying for such representation 
Wwe note the American Association of 
Railroads, the American Federation 
of Labor, the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, the National Federa- 
tion of Postoffice Clerks. Our various 
farm groups are also well represented, 
well supported financially and they 
are mentioned as having been ex- 
tremely active in recent months—the 
American Farm Bureau, the National 
Farmer’s Union, the National Grange. 
We know that our big industries are 


also caring well for their special in- 


terests, but their lobbying agencies 
are not listed among the big ten in 
the field. Neither are the agencies re- 
resenting our schools, universities and 
educational institutions. Could it be 
that for lack of properly aggressive 
lobby agencies supplying needed in- 
formation the past Congress failed so 
conspicuously to provide aid for Fed- 
eral education? We must ask our good 
friend, Dr. M. H. Trytten of the Na- 
tional Research Council about that. 

In spite of any opprobrium attached 
to lobbying, the Lutheran Church can 


be proud of its official representation

look on a tiny girl’s face as she pets 
a kitty for the first time.
